and Plum Creek, but in no instance was
there anything like trae glanders found,
Ruquests for the veterinarian to examing
suspeetel cnsos of contagions horse, eattle
IIII.(I hog disenses are pouring in every
duy, nnd there is nearly enough work on
hand now to oceupy his time fully for o
year to come.  In mwany instances, of
course, the suspicions are gronndless, hut
there are many cnses where the immedi-
ate attention of the veterivarian is a vital
necessity, nnd yet in the present erippled
condition of the bureau it is impossible
to do more than to get at them in the
regular order.

The
mother recognized the claimant as hor
son, and there are thousiands of peonle
in England to-day who belicee that Roger
Tichborne is wronglally kept out of his
pstute 1 soo by the papers that another
person claiming to be Roger Tichborne
has jost sailed from Now York for Kng-
Tunel, and we will probably soon be heae-
ing of another contest over the famous
catute,

Heve is o ense very similiar to it that
ocenrred in the state of Maine nearly tor-

Ii' yoeours  ago. It was known as *The
Hause ease, ' and ereated quite o stir
its iy, D will tey and give yon o brief

ountline of it.  In the year 15346 James
Huause, o gentleman of woealth and good
position, resided at Corinon, an small
village in Penobscot sounty, thirty-two
miles from Bangor. He was married
and had several L’T]Iil‘l‘l.'ll. In that year
one of his sons, Rowlynd Hause, left
home, went to New  Bedford, and there
shippedon board a whaling vessel for a
voynge to the Paeific ocenn, At the sane
time there Hved at Troy, a small town in
Walido connty, Maine, some  twenty - tive
miles south of Corinpa, o man naned
seth Hause, not at all related o Jhaes
Hause. e bad a son Luther, of abont
the same age as Rowland, twenty:three
or twenty-tout years old, who workoed ns
a common lahorer in Bangor,

After Rowland ship]n-sT on bonid the
whiling vessel be was not heard of again
up to the year 1849, In that year aofriend
and neighbor of James Hanse chaneed to
sea Lather in Bangor, and concluded he
waus the Rowlnnd,  On his return to Co-
rinnna he informed the father that ho bod
seen Rowland in Bangor.  On this infor-
mation the father sent another friend to
bring his son home.  That friend, o Mr,
Roberts, met Luther, took him to ba Row-
land, nud pursnaded him to return to Co-
rinna, Roberts took him to his own
house amd then sent for Mre, anid Mres,
Jumes Havse, and presented Luther as
their son. The young man addressed
Mr. Huuse as futher, and turning to Mrs,
Hausi, threw his arms about hvr neck
and suid: “How do you do, mothery'’
Mrs. Hause was not quite satisfied, and
suid: “Is it possible you ure my long
lost son Rowland ¥ He answerod: **Yos,
mother, itis mo.'"  Sho then said to him:
“1f youare my son vou have a scaron your

knee. He pulled up his  pants and
showed o sear on his knee, She then
saidy My son has g scar on his hireast

that was burned.” He pulled away his
shirt bosom and showed a sear on his
breast, She then said: My son Row-
land has a gear on his neek, under his
enr, " ¢ showed that he sl o sear at
that wvlace. She then took him home
and asked him to show her the room
whoere he used to sleep. He went !II[!
stiirs to the very room, threw himself
upon the bed, and said thisis my old bed.
And so it was,  He had lnekily guessed it.

This seemed to satisfy them, and they
neknowledged him as their son, and
other fricnds and schoolmates identificd
him also. A sster identified him by o
sear on s head, and the imposture  wus
eredited for n number of months.

At length ona dny n Mr. Dow came
over from Troy to Corinna. and meeting
Luther recognized him as the son of
Seth Huause, of T'roy. Luther repudinted
wll knowledge of Dow, but it was of no
avail in the end. Witnesses wore brought
up who had known him at Troy all the
yenrs of his life. He was arrested, tricd
and convicted of uhtuiuim.i goods under
false pretenses, and the trinl ereated an
unexampled interest. As so often han-
pens in such cases, the populace took
sides with the prisoner, and thought him
unjust If‘ punished.  Shortly afterward
the real Rowland Hause appeared on the
scene, having left the whaler and taken
to gold seeking inCalifornia.

Another ense that ocenrred in New
York City at the beginning of the present
century s still more remarkable, It s
reported at length in the New York City
Hall Recorder, and also in  Hall's
Ameriean Law Journal, two very rare
volumes which you ean find, however, in
the Chicago Law Institute. 1 will give
you the slurl\' as briefly us possible.

In September, 1800, & man calling him-
enlf Thomas Hong made his appenrance
0 Rockland county, thirty miles north
lof New York City. He was a comwmon
Laborer, and  was employed 08 a farm
lipnd by several persons of the county.
Shortly after his arrival he beeame
agquainted with a Miss Catherine Secor,
and, after paying his addrosses to her for
a time, they were married on Christmns
day of the same year by Judge Coe, one
of the judges (:fy the court of common
plens of Kocklund county. They lived
together ns man and wife, aud he pur-
sued his duaily ealling in that vicinity
until the end ‘of March, 1801, when he
suddenly disappearsd and never returned
to that neighborhood. Three years after-
ward & mun known as Joseph Parker
was arrested and tried for bigamy in the
court of oyer and terminer in New York
City, The mdictment charged that, hav-
ing on the Bth of May, 1579, lawfully
marriod onoe Susan Fuesch, who was still
living, he had unlawfuliy, on the 23th of
Decemboer, 18200, under the alins of
Thomus Hoag, contracted n second mar-
rnge with Catherine Secor,  The e-
fondunt admittod the first marviage, and
that his wife was still living, but denied
thye second warringe, The prosecution
then intvoduced three witnesses — the
judge who had performed the marrisge
ceremony, the deserted wite, and one
who hiad known Hoag intimately in Rook-
land county, who swore in the most

wsitive terms that the prsoner was
Imomus Hoong, that he had resided con-
stantly in Rockland county from Septem:
ber, 1800, until March, 1801, and that on
Dae. 25, 1800, he had married Cathoring
Secor; that he hnd worked for them, was
duily ut their tables, and that there was
no posgibility of thelr being mistuken as
to the man., The woman testified that
she wius w8 well convinced as she could
possibly be of anything in the world that
the defendant was the person who mar-
ried her under the name of Thomas
Houg. On the strength of this testimony
the prosecution rested. Six  witnesses
were now called for the defense, who
were all persons of character and pe-
spectability, who testitied that the de
fondant was Josepl Parker; that he
worked at rigging and loading vessols,
aod that st might he served on the eity
wateli; that during the permod from Bep.
tember, 1800, 1o nrurvh. 1801, L had not
been absent from the city for a longer
Bawisd dhan o u‘w:k,_ aud that on Dec. 85,
i_*l. he was engaged in his usudl avoes-
tions in the city.  These witnesses were

Just us positive that the defendant was
Joseph Parker ns the prosveuting wit-
nesses bhad been  that rte wus Thomas
Lo,

But the counsel for the prosesution had
othor testiluony W resorve, whica llm_yJ

now produced!” Moven other witnosses
wore oallod who fontifiod the prisoner
by marks and sears on the person, by the
sotmdd of his volog, which was extromely
voerling and by acortain shrugging of
1is shonlders,  Thomus Hoag hﬁn soar
on his forchoad, another on s neck, and
one just above e lip, and certain pecul)
atities of voice,. speceh and  gesture, all
of winich were plaoin and  palpable in the
prisoner.  In addition to those theee or
four witnesses swore positively to a sear
that he had under lus foot betwean the
heel and ball, whivh was plain and easy
to be seen They were ull convineold
that the prisenor was no other than
Thomas Hong.

The defense now introduced two more
witnusses, who swore unhesitatingly that
the prisoner had not boen out of New
Yotk city from 1730 until 1804, exeept on
one oconslon for a single week and on
another for & month, both of which ab
sence was ladly  aceounted  for, One of
these witnesses swas a mun who had econ
gtantly worked with i, nod the other
wis his mothet-dn-lnw, who had scen him
almnst daily.

At this stage the bewilderment  of
Judge,  jury and  spectators was aboul
complete, for it did not secin possible
that the world could contain two men %o
remar kably alike that even the aceiden
titl sears of Lthe person were the same,
and yvet, af i wore not <o, what a dpead-
ful lot of porjury hod been committed by
persons of the groatest respectabilay, It
waus now  agrecd  beitween the counsel
that the prisoner should show his nnked
feet to the jury in order  that thoy might
ascertain whether the particuiar sear
upon one of them which had beensworn
to ns heing on the foot of Thomas Hoag
was visible,

The reporter says that upon exhibitinn
his feet no mark or seur could be seen on
cither of them.

The defense also ealled the captiam of
the watch, wio swore positively that the
defondant hnd been on duty ds o wateh-
man continuously during the perviod in
question, amd that pacticalarly he wis on
l.[ll|\ Decemper 26, 1880, The jury, with-
out retiring, verdiet of
guilty,

This is probably the most remarkable
case of mistaken identity that our law
books contain.  The absence of the scar
on the foot gaved Parker. That se s to
hiave been the only visible diflerenee be.
tween him and Hoag., 1o every other re
spect, nature and aecidont had combined
to muke the men procisely alike. 1 ean-
not tell you whether Howge wasever heard
of ngain or not.  Lake all the stories in
our law books it ends with the result of
the particulur trial,  Buot it is another
proof that trath is stranger than fietion,
and I think you will athmit that if «
novelist had mvented sueh o story it
would have heen seouted at as beyond
the domain of probability.

They areall actuated
with one ideiw—to inerease, multiply, and
und replonish the earth, To have many
children and finally  ontmumber the Gen-
tiles is their rveligion. That iden scizes
even the women.  They try to have
ehildren, and vie with ench other to see
who shall have the greatest number,
They ure increasing in Utah and [daho
live times as fast 0= the Gentiles,

Every Mormon cluld is born a ehureh
membier, and is tunght to be a polygumist
from birth. [ have traveled among the
Mormons for 500 miles, 1 have been in
their honses and talked with their wives,
There ave over 10,000 Mormons who huve
lvemous wives—from one to twelve,
Ihe recent prosecution of the polyga
mists (there are now <ixty in jail in Salt
Lake) has anited all the ignorant Mor-
monsg on the sulfjeet of polyzamy. |
have failed to find o Mormon woman
who does not boust of the virtues of poly-
gamy, aud the shameless say, 1 hope
my hushand will take as many wives us
he wants to.”

Now, what is to be done?

I spent many hours with the Mormon
leaders in Salt Luke. 1 foung President
Taylor, Bishop Cannon and John W.
Young, the favorite son of the prophet,
hiding in the woods te aveid sentence.
Hiram Clawson, contemporury  with
Joseph Smith and Brigham from Nauvoo
to Salt Lake, had just gerved a  six
months' sentence for living in bignmy
with two of Bricham Young's daunghters,
I have been known as a friend of the
Mormons and they talked plainly with
me. I found that Bishop Clawson nnd
Bishop Cunnon were much  tronbled.
They pratended to beliove that polygnmy
eamo in a divine revelation ”Il'f‘lllj..'l’l
Brigham Young.

“We consider polygamy « part of onr
religion,”” they suid, “and she constitu-
tion guarantees religious freedom.” They
enll male lust “religion!™

I tried hard to get them to say thatthey

would give up futnre polygamy. They
invariably replied:
“Butatis our religion. [ow ean we

wive it upy''

When I asked Hiram Clawson if he
would be willing to give up  future
polygamy if the government would (et
pust polygamy take care of itself, he
sitia:

“Yon can say that I am willing to have
future polygwmy punished aceording to
the laws, but 1 wm not willing tnlruwo
families who went into Hmln{umv Years
ago disturbed, | marvied two of Brigham

oung's daughters. I have twenty-seven
children by them. 1 shall never uﬂauulon
cither of these wives unless | am in
ison, | will suffer my whole life be.
iind the bars, but I will stand by these
wives and against making any of these
childron illegitimate. '
